Qwest Wireless Gets Midway Approval

_ After many requests, Qwest 
Wireless finally received 
Midway City Corncil’s approval 
for their cell tower. It will be 
located in Kay Probst’s barn. 

Midway City Attorney Joe 
` Tesch, recommended approval 
of the site in a letter to the coun- 
cil. Tesch felt the city would be 
wrong to deny this location for 
placement of Qwest’s equipment 
based on a third party civil mat- 
ter. i 

“We can be sued based on 
denying a request because of a 
civil matter,” Midway City 
Planner Brian Preece told the 
councilmen. 

Although ownership of ease- 
ment.into the property is still in 
question, Preece assured the 
council that both parties have 
retained council and are work- 
ing out the matter. 


Qwest may choose to bypass 
the property and use existing 
power poles into the property to 
gain access to the barn. 

“We are investigating the use 
of power poles,” a Qwest 
Wireless representative acqui- 
esced. 

Preece explained Qwest 
prefers underground access but 
if that does not work out they 
can access the barn above 
ground. He also reminded the 
council that according to federal 
law, they cannot deny cell tow- 
ers for health and safety reasons 
as long as the equipment meets 
FCC requirements. 

Qwest Wireless’s representa- 
tive assured the council the 
equipment is well below FCC 
requiements. 

“They've met every require- 
ment we have asked them to,” 
Mike Bronson pointed out. 

Arlin Kohler voted against 


approval because he was not 
comfortable with the location of 
the cell tower in Probst’s barn 
while the easement is still unset- 
tled. The rest of the councilmen,

Lane and Interlaken Estates, bor- 
dering the Kohler property. 

The councilmen voted in 
favor of the annexation. 

Midway’s ice skating rink 
now has a permanent home on 
the Midway Town Square. The 
exact location has not yet been 
decided pending a property 
trade between Midway City and 
the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints. 


Preece informed the council 
that the Wasatch County Health 
Department requested the city 
upgrade the existing restrooms 
to all weather restrooms. 

“That has to be part of the 
deal,” -Remund stated. “The 
restrooms will become a natural 
warming hut.” 

A bid of $4,985 from the 
Carrier Corporation was accept- 


. ed to move the ice equipment 


purchased by Midway City from 
it’s current location near Utah 
Lake into Midway. 

“They are familiar with the 
equipment and electrical system 
because they installed it,” 
Remund said “They will disas- 
semble all the technical stuff and 
there are a lot of people anxious 
to volunteer for the ‘dumb’ 
labor.” 

The equipment will be stored 
until Midway Town Square is 
ready for it.
